was the sensational 
testimony 
of 
Bert Franklin in the Darrow trial to­ 
day. 
Before testifying to this. Franklin 
said: 
“ Darrow told me if I 
would 
plead guilty and 
take 
a 
Ane, 
he 
would see that I got $3,000.” 
In direct examination, Franklin de­ 
clared that 
Associate 
Counsel 
Le 
Compte Davis, of the McNamara de­ 
fense, made him such promises. He 
testified that Darrow once asked him: 
“ How large are the 
cells 
at 
8un 
Quentin; how are the 
accommoda­ 
tions?” 
"I told him,” Franklin said, 
“ that I was thinking a good deal on 
the same subject myself Just then.” 
Franklin was 
required 
to relate 
certain conversations with Davis, who 
was his attorney following 
his ar­ 
rest for bribery. 
The 
defense 
is 
evidently trying to lay a loundatton 
for Davis’ own testimony. 
Franklin 
admitted that he 
never 
told Davis 
that Darrow 4 gave him 
money 
for 
bribery purposes. 
Rogers then referred 
to 
various 
conversations in which 
he 
alleged 
Franklin participated 
before enter­ 
ing a plea of guilty to 
the 
bribery 
charge, in which Rogers alleged that 
Franklin exonerated 
Darrow 
from 
any connection 
with 
the 
bribery. 
Franklin denied these, but said: “ I 
once did say that Darrow was one of 
the kindest 
and best 
men 
I 
ever 
knew. 
I’ll say it again to his face.” 
Darrow smiled and bowed to Frank­ 
lin.

W ith the exception of a quarter of 
a mile, Strata Ana now has a right-of- 
way or w ill have within a day or two 
for an outfall sewer from Santa Ana 
to the ocean at a point between Hunt­ 
ington Beach and Newport Beach. 
At a meeting last night, the 
C ity 
Trustees authorized the closing of a 
deal for a mile and a quarter right- 
of-way from the ocean. 
Several months ago the city secured 
from the county a right-of-way over 
county roads to a point a m ile and a 
half from the ocean. Three weeks ago 
Trustee McPhee and City Engineer 
Finley were appointed as a committee 
to get the rest of the right-of-way 
to the ocean. 
- Last night the committee reported 
that an option had been secured on 
a 16-foot strip along the edge of the 
W illow Land Company property for 
$3600, and that the papers 
are 
in 
escrow. This leaves a quarter of a 
m ile between the W illow Land Com­ 
pany and the county road right-of- 
way atlll to be secured. 
McPhee moved that the city clerk 
draw a warrant for the price, $3500. 
“ That looks like a big price for 
leas than two acres of land,” said Ey. 
“ I grant you that It Is a big price,” 
said McPhee. “ But that was the beat 
and in fact the only proposition we 
could get for a right-of-way to the 
ocean, and we have to have it. Some­ 
times we have to do as we have to do. 
This Is one of these times.” 
On McPhee’s motion to close the 
deal, Alderman. McPhee and Green­ 
leaf voted aye and Ey voted no. 
Gas Franchise 
“ I move that the gas company be 
cited to appear and show cause why 
it should not take out a franchise,” 
said City Trustee Alderman at the

night. “ It should pay up arrears and 
take out a franchise.” 
McPhee and Greenleaf 
both

onded the motion and is was carried 
without comment. 
This motion means business, for 
the trustees have 
made 
up 
their 
minds to go after the Southern Coun­ 
ties Gaa Company in the same effec­ 
tive manner they brought the Pacific 
Telephone A Telegraph Company to 
turn $2000 Into the city treasury at 
its meeting on Monday of last week. 
That the gas company la operating 
without a franchise has been mention­ 
ed before, but last night’s action will 
bring the matter to a bead. The ar­ 
rears mentioned in Alderman's mo­ 
tion ta the percentage of 
gross 
re­ 
ceipts that would have been turned 
in had the company had a fran­ 
chise. 
New Lights

H alf a day was spent yesterday by 
Pacific Electric officials in conference

The Journey to Orange was made 
in automobiles, and was for the pur­ 
pose of considering changes in the 
proposed route to Orange. The offi­ 
cials stated that they are consider­ 
ing the proposal to have the line run 
along Main street and La Veta avenue 
instead of cutting to the east from 
some point not far from the north 
end of the Main street bridge. The cit­ 
izens of Orange have found that the 
cost of getting a right-of-way through 
the orchards east of Main street and 
north of the Santiago creek w ill run 
so high aa to make the figure almost 
prohibitive for Orange. 
The meeting at Santa Ana was held 
at 3:20 o’clock at tile Armory. Direc­ 
tors of the Merchants & Manufactur­ 
ers’ Association 
and 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce and City Trustees Ey, Mc­ 
Phee and Alderman 
were 
present, 
John Beatty, president of the M. A . 
M., presiding. 
Paul Shoup, managing head of the 
P. E .; D. W . Pontius, traffic manager, 
and J. McMillan, 
general 
manager, 
were among the speakers. Engineer 
Johnson and 
other 
officials 
were 
present. 
Shoup stated that the meet­ 
ing was asked for merely to further 
clear up matters that were brought 
up at a meeting held by Santa Ana 
men with Pontius recently. 
Double Tarck 
"A a to the completion of the double 
track to Benedict,” said Shoup, 
“ we 
hope that we may soon do that work. 
W e have asked for provision for that 
work in our next year’s budget. 
Our 
fiscal 
year 
begins 
Ju ly 
I. 
The 
bonds w ill have to be sold, and we 
can then go ahead v^lth this and the 
other improvements we have in mind. 
“ It is no secret that we have plan­ 
ned to electrlclze the steam roads 
of the Southern Pacific In this sec­ 
tion, which are not doing much bus­ 
iness now. W e have the expense all 
figured out, und we expect to make 
those changes when we get the mon­ 
ey with which to carry out our plans. 
“ I understand that your request for 
reduced fares was satisfactorily ex­ 
plained to you by Mr. 
Pontius 
by 
comparing your rate with the rates 
allowed other cities.” 
Ripe For Action 
Jam es S. Rice, E. J. Cranston 
and 
Jam es Irvine were present from Tus­ 
tin, asking for a date on which the 
Tustin committee could have a con­ 
ference in regard to getting a prop­ 
osition from the railw ay for the build­ 
ing of un electric line to Tustin. 
“ The time is ripe for putting this 
thing through,” said Rice. “ Our peo­ 
ple are ready to take hold, and we 
would like to get this matter into def­ 
inite shape at once. W e would 
like 
a proposition from you as to the right- 
of-way, so tiiat we can go to work.” 
Shoup said that G. 
E. 
Pilisbury, 
chief engineer of the P. E., would be 
here in a few days to go over some 
of the proposed changes In the route 
to Orange, and Shoup would request 
Pilisbury at that time to 
make 
a 
rough estimate aa to the Tustin route. 
“ After Mr. Pilisbury has gone over 
the ground,” said Shoup. “ we w ill be 
very glad to set a time for meeting 
your committee in* Loa Angeles, at 
which time we oan go over the mat­ 
ter thoroughly.” 
Triangle Trolley Trip 
Pontius stated that the length of 
the stay of the Triangle Trolley Trip 
in Santa Ana had been lengthened 
fifteen minutes and that It would be 
lengthened still further. 
“ W hat have you planned to do to 
entertain these excursionists during 
their stay here, should we give you 
any considerable stay?” asked Shoup. 
The auggeation was made that it 
would take but a few minutes longer 
for the excursion car to be taken out 
North Main street to the bridge, thus 
showing off a very attractive portion 
of the city and taking the excusion- 
1st* into the edge of the fine orchard 
district that lies between here and 
Orange. Pontius said he thought this 
suggestion would be carried out at 
once. 
“ When the line from here to Or­ 
ange la completed. I have planned to 
have the Triangle Trolley Trip run 
to Orange,” said Pontius, “and 
in 
that way abow the fine orchards be­ 
tween the two places. The general 
idea of these trolley trips la not to 
abow everything, but to interest the 
tourist suffieteatly to cause him to 
come back and look thoroughly over

The reduction 
affects

books used in the primary and gram-

state, and takes effect July I. 
The cut was made on the recom­ 
mendation of Friend W. Richardson, 
state printer, who reported savings 
in the cost of manufacture of school 
books by the state ranging from 12 
to 40 per cent and averaging a frac­ 
tion less than 25 per cent 
As the annual sale of state school 
books to pupils is approximately 1200,; 
OOO, this will mean a saving 
to pa­ 
rents of from 
130,000 to $50,000 per 
year. 
State Printer Richardson told the 
state board the limit in the direction 
o f the reduction of the manufactur 
ing cost of books by the state has not 
yet been reached, and 
further cuts 
would doubtless be made in the fu­ 
ture.

E. C. Bradley, 
vice presi­ 
dent and general manager of the tele­ 
phone company, is authority for the 
statement that this will mean a re­ 
duction of $90,000 a year in the tele­ 
phone bills of the people in San Fran­ 
cisco and the 
three 
cities 
in Ala­ 
meda County. 
The process which brought about 
the lower charges were instituted by 
the commission itself.

m atter 
was brought to the attention of the

Ducks and geese declined 2 and 3 
cents on the Los Angeles Produce 
Exchange yesterday, following a drop 
In hens to 15 end 18 cents several 
days ago, caused by a general weak' 
ness in poultry all over the coast. 
Cold storage Highland potatoes ad­ 
vanced from IO cents to $1 a 
hun­ 
dredweight. Old stock potatoes 
are 
about cleaned up, and there la not 
enough new stock 'arriving 
to ade­ 
quately supply the difference, a condi­ 
tion, however, that la not scheduled 
to prevail many more days. There are 
no more Lompoc* nor Idaho potatoes 
In the market. A few W hile‘Rote re­ 
main. Oregon* advanced from 25 to 
•0 cents a hundredweight. New pota­ 
toes remain unchanged at $2.50 and 
$3.00, and new potatoes In lug boxes 
were Hated for the first time this 
year at 75 and 90 cents. 
Okra made its first appearance In 
the market yesterday. It was a small 
advance shipment from Imperial Val­ 
ley! The vegetable sold at 25 cents a 
pound. Regular ahipmenta are not ex­ 
pected to arrive for at least another 
week. 
The fruit m arket was somewhat em­ 
barrassed by the late arrival of trains. 
The cherry train from the North ran 
In two sections, and while both sec­ 
tions were late the stock was physical­ 
ly firm. and will carry over ntoely un­ 
til today, when all the Inferior cher­ 
ries. due to recent rains, shall have 
been disposed of. 
A car of watermelons came from 
Mexico, and a ear of cantaloupes. The 
former told on the street at 4 cents 
a pound, and the latter In pony crates 
at 3,16, and In standard 
crates 
at 
$3.75. 
The fruit, taken as a whole, 
graded to fancy. 
A carload of pineapples, part of a 
cargo from Hawaii, made the local 
supply large, but there was no re­ 
duction in prices. 
Green produce was in sufficient sup­ 
ply to meet a heavy Monday demand.
